Royal Confidezation, that notwithſtanding the Prudence, Juſtice, and unparallelled Clemency, which did ever accom- 
pany tie Goveroment of Our moft Dear, and moſt eatirely beloved Brother, King Charles the Second, of ever ble! _ 
mory 3 Several Wicked and Seditious Subj :&s, did'break out into open Rebellions, and Conſpiracies apainſt His * -_ + 
Perſon and Government. And albeit God-did on all occafions manifeſt his wrath againſt them and their :Enterprifes. 
their Deſigns were Defeated, and ſeveral-of their perſons brought 10 condign 2nd juſt puniſhement, yet ſome few of t. 
were cher ſo malicious, or fooliſh, as to be enſnared by others to preſevere in their -Helliſh Principles and Pradtice: 
bath in Defiince of all Law and Juftice, and in open contempt of the Reiterated Pardons, publiſhed -and offered by his ſaic 
late Majeſty.

Intercommuning , Fire-raiſing, Robberies, Slaughters, Free quarters, Leav1=-...: ing, Concealing of Treaſon, and of all Crimes1n gens 
:Commited by them, or any oneof them, by Ward, Writ, or Deed, aoainft Our Government andthe Laws of Our Kingdom, 4n anytime 
preceeding the Date of this Our Royal Proclamation, Declaring hereby.all and every one ot rnem Tree and Secure from all Puniſhment, or 
Troubie tur the ſame, either in their Perſons, or Goods, inall tim- cofiing. Excepting only as to ſuch Fines, for which already Sentences 
are pronounced 3 And likewiſe excepting from: this Our gracious Pardon, all thoſe who are guilty of the Aſſaſfization of James late Arch- 
Bilh-p of Saint Andrews, | Perſon, Miniſter at Crasfarn, Thomas Kennowag, and Duncan Stuart, And We go hereby 33:clare 
Qur Royal Will and Pleaſure, That this At of {ndemnity and Pardon, ſhall be extended to all who are at preſent declared Fugitives 3 F5*%* 
viding theſe Fugitives make Addrefle within twenty day's after the Publication hereof, to Our Privy Council, Oar Jultice-Court, or any 
of OurSheriffs in Our ſaid Kingdom, Teſtifying their acceptance of this Our Pardon, by taking the Oath of Allegeiance, -or otherwiſe 
finding Caution to Tranſport themſelves out of Our three Dominions of Scotland, Englend, and Ire/and, before the twentienth day of May, 
next enſuing the Date of theſe Preſents, and to live Peaccably after the (aid Publication, until they (hal Tranſport themſelves, and never ro 
return to any Part, crPlace of Our ſaid Dominions, without a Licence from Us, or Our Privy Council aforeſaid, under pain of Death. And 
We co Command, That this Our Pardon and Indemnity be apply'd and underſto0d in the moſt ample Senfe and Meaning, whereof the Words 
are capable, and that no perſon included therein be Troubled or Moleſted, for any Cauſe aforeſaid in Judgement, or outwiththe ſame inany 
time hereafter, Aud laſtly, To the endall vur gooa Subjects may have notice of this Our Royal Will and Pleaſurez We do hereby Come 


mand Our Lyon King ac Arms, and his Brethrea Heraulds, Macers, Parſevants, and Meſlengers at Arms, to make timeous Proclamation 
hereof, atthe Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh.
